As a result of (he evca expansion fliat oc«ars to tl» 
fiUir&ce of the cover, it is po3iHble to cxtraid the useful life oftlic ball as well as reduce the 
wnonat of damage that occurs to Uw lube due to the fact that the innRr snr&ce of the 
covDr Jj) ;dso irrndp. more even.

As shown in Use drawing, when the edge (h) of the sewn portion on the rear side 
of thR cover (c) is left as is, and a Hat piece <a) is attached, the proper number of these 
couipIete4 pieces arc turned inward daring sewing tt> fomi a cov« for a hollow ball in 
•which the edges f» of (lie scwii portions fit together evenly using the nut fsnd<i (i) that 
run along the circumference nf rhe Hat pieces (a).
